voltmteers  from  the  city.  On  bearing 
that  the  hostile  fl'et  has  appeared  off 
Sidney,  the  G.  O.  "C.  commanding  at  Vic- 
toria, sends  out  L,t,-Col.  Hall  with  the 
88th  and  104th  Regiments  to  recon- 
noitre towards  Sidney  and  hold  off  any 
troops  that  may  bave  landed.  The  fate 
of  Sidney  and  the  fortunes  of  the  two 
forces  lie  in  the  hands  of  their  respec- 
tive commanders,  and  In  order  to  make 
the  operations  as  realistic  as  possible, 
and  to  obtain  the  maximum  amount  of 
training,  there  will  be  no  cessation  of 
hostilities  throiighoMt  the  two  days  until 
Itte  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  and  the 
troops  will  bivouac  tinder  .lervlce  condi- 
tions during  the  night  between  June  30 
and    July    !•

VANCOUVER.  June  24.— Heavy  black 
clouds  which  overhung  the  city  this 
afternoon  broke,  at  2  p.m..  in  one  of 
the  heaviest  rainstorms  that  has  occur- 
red In  Vancouver's  history.  In  five 
minutes  from  the  time  the  downpour 
comqienced  the  streets  were  four  inches 
deep  in  rapidly-flowing  water,  and 
every  one  waa  hurrying  to  shelter. 
Thunder  broke  out  at  Intervals,  and 
lightning  played  with  a  vividness  rarely 
ever  experienced  here.  A  terlffic  clap 
of  thunder  occurred  when  the  rain  and 
hall  was  falling  its  fiercest,  and  the 
report  echoed  over  the  tops  of  buildings 
as   if    the   city   was   being   bombarded. 

Centring  entirely  in  the  downtown 
sections  of  the  city,  the  heavy  torrents 
soon  made  Hastings,  Pender  and  Powell 
Streets  channels  of  whirling  streams. 
Tht!  sewers  were  unable  to  fulfil  their 
purpose  and  their  locations.  In  many 
cases  more  than  a  foot  below  the  sui- 
facc,  wore  obset'vablo  only  by  little 
eddies.  • 

Borne  Damage   Beported 

Several  thousands  of  dollars'  damage 
was  done  In  buildings  fronting  on  the 
comparatively  level  cross  streets  be- 
tween Pender  and  Powell.  The  cross 
valves  In  the  sewers,  sometimes  refusing 
to  work,  allowed  the  water  to  pass  into 
basements  and  Issue  out  at  various 
toilets  and  lavatories  placed  at  the 
lowest    levels    of    the    buildings. 

Probably  the  greatest  damage  was 
done  at  the  Lotus  Hotel,  where  seventy- 
five  guests  seated  at  tables  in  the  din- 
ing room  suddenly  found  thcmselveH 
separated  from  the  entrance  by  a  pond 
over  four  Inches  deep.  The  expensive 
rugs  distributed  around  the  floor  of 
the  big  room  were  said  to  be  ruined. 
an<i  much  vaUiable  furnishings  damaged.

During  the  first  two  months 
of  the  current  financial  year,  April  and 
May,  the  aggregate  trade  has  been 
1164,830,000,  as  against  $150,455,194,  in 
April    and    May,    1012. 

Domestic  exports  during  May  last 
amounted  to  $27,883,071.  as  against 
133,343.017  In  May.  1912.  The  heaviest 
drop  was  in  agricultural  products, 
which  declined,  from  $19,579,908  In  May, 
1912  to  $13,267,228  In  May,  1913.  Man- 
ufactures increased  from  $3,191,(139  to 
$4,202,439;  forest  products  increased

June  24,— At  this  afternoon's 
sitting  of  the  Railway  Commission.  W. 
B.  Uanlgan.  freight  and  traffic  mana- 
ger of  the  C.  P.  R.  Western  lines,  again 
took  the  stand  and  F.  li.

Mr.  Lanigan  dealt  witli  the  traffic  out 
of  AVinnipegjfor  the  months  of  June  and 
December,  1912.  On  six  hundred  cars 
shipped  from  Winnipeg  there  was  a  dif- 
ference of  $17,482.17  In  favor  of  the 
Winnipeg  shippers  as  compared  with 
whe.t  it  would  have  been  under  the 
Great  Northern  application.  Without 
tcklng  Into  consideration  the  higher 
mlnimums  for  carload  lots  on  the  other 
side,  the  difference  would  have '  been 
$i4,453.J0.    , 

Calgary   Shipments. 

Mr.  Lanigan  was  proi;eedlng  to  make 
comparisons  on  traffic  out  of  Calgary 
under  the  Canadian  classification  as 
cctmpared  with  what  It  would  ha\o  been 
under  the  Great  Northern  application 
when  he  was  interrupted  by  Mi.  Cow;in, 
counsel  for  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta. 

"The  witness,"  said  Mr.  Cowan,  "has 
spent  much  time  in  making  comparisons 
bftween  rates  on  this  side  of  the  line 
and  upon  the  other  side.  Is  he  pre- 
pared to  establish  the  reasonableness  of 
retes  soutl.  of  the  line?  Otherwise  I 
cannot  ."ee  what  this  has  to  do  with 
the   question    of   discrimination." 

Mr.  Lanigan  showed  that  on  flfty-two 
cars  shipped  out  of  Calgary  during  tlie 
two  months,  June  and  December,  1912, 
the  earnings  were  $45.1.52  less  than  they 
would  have  been  under  the  Great  North- 
ern   application. 

Regina  traffic  stibmltted  by  Mr.  Lanl- 
Ban,  Mr.  Cowan  declared,  also  showed 
an  iidvanlage  over  the  Canadian  shipper. 
Mr.  Lanigan  said  that  the  comparison 
had  been  made  with  St.  Paul,  which  was 
the  most  unfavorable  point  of  compari- 
son from  the  company's  point  of  view. 
There  was  no  relation  between  the  rate 
and  conditions  from  Winnipeg  and  Cal- 
gary and  those  from  St.  Paul. 
Hakes    Statement. 

Mr.  Lanigan  took  occasion  here  to 
correct  a  misapprehension  which  he  be- 
lieved had  gone  forth  In  connection  with 
his  statement  regarding  tlie  live  stock 
situation  at  Winnipeg.  The  impression 
had  gone  forth  that  the  practice  of  sub- 
stituting waybills  on  shiptnents  In  or- 
der to  gain  the  largest  rate  balance  was 
an  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  shipper 
to   "do  the  company."

King  George  was  waiting  at  Victoria 
station  to  greet  the  president,  and  es- 
corted him,  to  York  House,  which  has 
been  placed  at  his  disposal  during  hia 
stay.  They  passed  through  lavishly 
decorated  streets  lined  by  the  regi- 
ments of  the  brigades  of  guards,  being 
cheeied  by  thousands.  Their  carrla.^o 
was  escorted  by  a  regiment  of  Horse 
Guards.

At  the  State  banquet  the  famo'is 
Windsor  gold  plate  was  used.  The 
floral  decorailohs  were  profuSe,  biing 
so  blended  as  to  show  the  trl-color  of 
France  on  every  hand.  Yeoman  if  tjio 
Guard,  In  (juaJnt  medieval  costumes, 
were  posted  around  tt\e  spacious  cham- 
ber, serving  as  a  picturesque  back- 
ground for  brilliant  uniforms  and 
gorgeous    bejeweled    toilets. 

The  President  of  France  sat  betw-cn 
King  George  and  Queen  Mary,  at  the 
central  table,  at  which  were  seated  also 
other  memibers  of  the  Royal  family  and 
the  ambassadors.  The  royal  guests, 
numbering  about  one  hundred,  occiipted 
thirteen    tallies.

dividends.  The  taxation  of  this  por- 
tion of  their  Income  'had  been  bitterly 
opposed  by  the  Insurance  companies. 
The  Underwood  bill  had  txempted  only 
mutual  fire  Insurance  companies  on 
this  basis.  Chambers  of  commerce, 
civic  bodies  and  cities,  countiea  and 
states  arc  added  to  this  class  of  or- 
ganizations whose  Incomes  will  not  be 
taxable. 

To  secure  the  payment  of  tax  upon 
"coupons,  cheques  or  bills  of  exchange" 
collected  for  foreign  residents,  a  pro- 
vision waa  added  requiring  all  fUroa 
collecting  such  funds  to  secure  a  11- 
cenae  from  the  Commissioner  of  In- 
ternal Revenue,  so  that  the  amount  of 
tlMr  collectlona  might  be  inaulred  Into 
•t  any   time.

Victoria's  Advantiiit^ 
The  first  of  the  meetings  of 
traveling  industrial  agents  was  held  in 
Vancouver  the  other  day,  and  yester- 
day's meeting  In  the  capital  was  the 
beginning  of  a  series  that  will  extend 
over  a  lengthy  period.  Their  object  is 
to  assist  the  agents  In  becoming  thor- 
oughly familiar  with  the  large  terri- 
tory served  by  the  C.  P.  R.,  so  as  to 
give  them  an  opportunity  of  rendering 
assistance  to  people  from  other  parts 
of  the  world  desiring  to  locate  or  estab- 
Ush  an  Industry.  That  the  Victoria 
meeting  will  be  productive  of  excellent 
results  along  this  line  may  be  taken 
for  granted.  Inasmuch  as  each  of  the 
members  of  the  party  admitted  frank- 
ly that  this  port  possessed  unique  ad- 
vantages for  the  carrying  on  of  very 
large   and    important   industries. 

In  the  words  of  one  of  the  agents: 
"We  have  visited  several  of  the  indus- 
tries now  in  operation  in  the  city.  In- 
cluding the  B.  C.  Marine  plant  at 
EsQulmalt,  and  we  are  very  much  Im- 
prcssed  with  the  wonderful  opportun- 
ity that  exists  for  future  development. 
The  possibilities  for  manufactures  were 
Impressed  upon  us  at  all  points  by  the 
information  we  had,  and  the  observa- 
tions we  were  able  to  make,  and.  with 
proper  handling,  Victoria  can  scarcely 
fall  to  develop,  along  Industrial  lines. 
Into  one  of  the  greatest  cities  on  the 
Pacific  Coast." 

The  loca;tlon  of  the  proposed  drydock 
at  Esquimau  was  also  inspected.  The 
party  tooVt  note  of  the  natural  condition 
of  the  basin  there,  and  expressed  their 
appreciation  of  the  Government's  de- 
cision in  the  matter.

Dominion  tapped  by  the  C.  P.  R.  system, 
with  a  view  to  utilizing  the  same  for 
the  development  of  the  country.  Agents 
have  been  appointed  at  all  the  leading 
centres,  and  according  to  the  new  reg- 
ulation, they  will  meet  periodically  at 
different  places  to  Investigate  the  con- 
ditions prevaiiing.  and  to  incorporate 
the  same  In  the  flics  of  their  bureau  of 
Information.  In  this  way  it  Is  believed 
that  Indu-strles  will  be  encouraged  to 
locate  in  places  where  they  are  likely 
to  achieve  the  best  results.  .In  that 
particular  effort  It  Is  believed  that  Vic- 
toria, with  its  admitted  advantages  In 
regard  to  shipbuilding  and  other  kin- 
dred Industries  and  activities,  cannot 
fall  to  henetU  largely.  That  this  must 
be  so  is  apparent  from  the  meeting 
held  ye'sterday,  for,  while  the  membor.s 
of  the  party  w6rc  naturally  reticent 
about  saying  anything  regarding  their 
finding!?.

To  spend  the  remairwJcr "  of  the  Sum- 
mer in  the  Vancouver  Island  East  Coast 
district,  north  of  Campbell  River,  an 
engineering  party  in  the  employ  of  the 
E.  &  N.  Railway  Co.,  left  Vancouver 
yesterday.  It  is  In  charge  of  Mr.  H. 
Schupp,  of  this  city. 

The  object  Is  to  continue  the  explor- 
atory survey  which  was  Inaugurated  in 
that  section  last  year  by  Mr.  Athol 
Stewart,  C.B.  Instructions  given  Mr. 
Schupp  by  Mr.  R.  Marpole,  chief  cxec- 
utl\e  assistant  of  the  C.  P.  R.,  are  to 
start  work  from  Campbell  River  and 
to  travel  towards  the  north  end  of  the 
leland. 

Reports  made  by  Mr.  Stewart  are  to 
the  effect  that  the  district  is  well  tim-' 
bered.  has  a  number  of  fine  agricultural 
valleys,  an<j  boasts  of  much  wealth  In, 
mineral  -deposits.  His  explorations  also 
showed  that  there  are  at  least  three 
practicable  and  low-grade  railway 
routes  to  the  Island's  northern  extrem- 
ity. Mr.  Schupp's  duty  Is  to  go  over 
this  ground  again,  take  notes  on  tha 
respective  merits  of  the  lines  referred 
to,  and  submit  his  concluulons  to  the 
company. 

While  no  authoritative  statement  is 
made,  it  is  understood  that  this  move 
on  the  part  of  the  E.  &  N.  Railway  Co. 
presages  a  determination  to  continue 
the  line,  now  practically  completed 
from  McBrlde's  Junction  to  Union  Bay, 
further  north  at  an  early  date.

LONDON,  June  H. — The  prospect  that 
the  Balkan  dispulo  will  be  submlttod  to 
Russian  arbitration  and  that  the  Pre- 
miers of  the  four  Balkan  states  will 
meet  at  St.  Petersburg  in  much  brighter 
today.  The  reconstruction  of  Pre-rtier 
Pasltch's  ministry  Indicates  tliat  Servla 
has  yielded  to  Russian  advice  and  it  Is 
even  repoii-ted  that  Bulgaria  Is  ready  to 
accept  unconditional  Rusisian  arbitra- 
tion.

NEW  APPARATUS  FOR 

LIFE  SAVING  AT  SEA 

Oalgarr      Baoldeat      Znrmntor      ef      Col- 
lapsible   liifaboat   Approved    by 
British   Board   of  Trade 

There  is  every  probability  that  the 
dread  of  drowning  at  sea  consequent 
upon  accidents  to  vessels,  will  be  en- 
tirely eliminated.  The  terrible  disas- 
ter of  the  Titanic — still  so  fresh  in  the 
minds  of  everyone — is  likely  to  prove  a 
blessing  In  disguise,  In  spite  of  its  en- 
ormous death-roll. 

After  that  calamity  (although,  of 
course,  previous  to  it  many  efforts  had 
been  made  to  produce  a  thoroughly  ef- 
fective life-saving  apparatus)  wits  were 
sharpened  and  many  brains  have  been 
at  work  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  such 
a  horror,  and  the  Board  of  Trade  of  the 
Mother  Country,  called  for  inventions 
to  be  submitted  for  its  examination  and 
approval,  which  has  ref*ulted  in  ap- 
proximately 600  different  appliances 
being  devised  for  the  purpose  of  life- 
saving  at  sea.  After  considerable  de- 
liberations, and  the  examination  of  all 
these  new  inventions  brought  to  the 
Board  of  Trade  for  Inspection,  a  new 
collapsible,  unsinkable  lifeboat,  con- 
structed on  submarine  principles,  and 
invented  by  Mr.  O.  rUzhardinge  Rose, 
of  Calgary,  late  of  L-ondon.  England, 
has  been  passed  upon  and  sanctioned  as 
practically  sound  and  commercially 
usable.  This  invention  is  quite  alone  lit 
recelvlnir  the  approval  of  the  British 
Board  of  Trade,  the  whole  of  the  other 
fiOO  submitted  being  turned  down  as 
Impracticable. 

The  shell  of  the  boat  is  built  of 
steel,  and  It  is  only  on  the  unlikely 
cracking  or  breaking  of  this  shell  that 
sinking  Is  possible.  The  boat  Is  con- 
structed on  the  principle  of  the  weight- 
ed cone,  which,  however  way  It  may 
be  struck  or  turned,  will  eventually 
right  itself,  the  bottom  of  the  hull 
belnir  ballasted  with  water  for  this 
purpose.  There  Is  a  water-tl^ht  cov- 
ering over  the  top  of  the  boat,  having 
sealed  portholes,  ventilators,  with  auto- 
matic safety  valves,  a  telescopic  flag- 
staff and  a  rocket-tube.  There  are  the 
usual  alr-tlght  compartments  for  provi- 
sions and  wafer.  The  seating  capacity 
in  for  100  persons,  the  length  of  tha 
boat  being  30  feet,  with  a  beam  of  10 
feet. 

With  this  construction  is  obviated 
the  danserous  practice  of  lowering  the 
craft,  passenger-ladpn,  into  a  tumultu- 
ous sea,  with  the  risk  of  swamping  or 
upsetting.  If  the  weather  be  extremely 
cold  and  wet.  passengers  gettlnR  Into 
the  boat  are  at  once  assured  a  warm 
and  dry.  as  well  as  a  safe  place.

It  has  been  the  unhappy  duty  of  The 
Colonist  to  chronicle  within  a  few  days 
the  deaths  of  two  estimable  young  men, 
because  of  motor  accidents.  One  of 
these  occurred  near  Cumberland;  the 
other  near  Victoria.  Speaking  in  a  gen- 
eral way,  no  one  can  be  said  to  have 
been  to  blame  In  either  case,  and  yet  It 
la^  evident  that  •someone  mi|ist  have 
been  at  fault,  for  a  motor,  car,  handled 
as  It  ought  to  IJ?.  is  not  a  dangerous 
vehicle.  It  is  not  our  Intention  to 
apply  what  is  said  herein  to  either  of 
the  accidents  referred  to;  our  only  pur- 
pose is,  while  the  sad  story  of  them  Is 
fresh  In  the  public  mind,  to  make  a 
plea  for  greater  care  on  the  part  of 
nuitorlsts. 

Most    accidents    In    the    case    of    motor 
cans    arise    from     excessive     speed,    by 
which   we  do  not  mean  speed   In  excess 
of     the    ippal    limit,    but    in    excess    of 
what    good    judgment    ought    to    dictate 
under    the     circumstance."!.         Take      the 
speed    of    a    horse    as    an     example     of 
what  wo  mean.     No  one  would  think  of 
driving     a     horse     rapidly      unless       he 
knew  what  the  road  wan  like.     He  would 
not     even     think'    of    riding    along      ten 
miles  an   hour  unless   he   was  quite  sure 
that    the   road    was   good.

The    Duncan    Board     of     Trade     has 
adopted  some  resolutions  In  which  it  is 
proposed  that  the  Legislature  shall  pass 
a   law   for    the   regulation     of     Chinese 
labor  in   British   Columbia.     This   i»^  an 
Interesting  example   of   the  manner     in 
which 'history  repeats    Itself.      Legisla- 
tion, similar  to   that  proposed,  was  en- 
acted in  this  Province  In  1878  and  very 
promptly  disallowed  on  the  grouhd  that 
It   was    beyond    the   Jurlsdictloln   of   the 
local     House.       In     the    dlstrll)ution    of 
powers    by    the   British    North    America 
Act   "the  exclusive  legislative  authority 
of    the    Parliament    of    Canada    extends 
over  all  matters  coming  within"    twen- 
tj'-nlne   specified    classes,   and      one      of 
these  classes  is  thus  described:    "Natu- 
ralization and  Aliens."     It  is,  therefore, 
very   clear  that  the   Legislature   cannot 
do    what    the   Duncan    Board    of   Trade- 
wishes. 

Under  these  circumstances  It  is  hlard- 
ly  necessary  to  discuss  the  merits  of 
the  Board's  proposal,  which  if  carried 
Into  effect  would  mean  the  cre.-itlon  of 
a  distinctly  menial  class  in  British  Co- 
lumbia. During  the  discussion  of  an 
anti-Chinese  resolution  in  the  local 
House  l'n"18T«  one  of  the  points  urged 
In  favor  of  Its  passage  was  that  the 
presence  of  Chinese  in  the  community 
made  a  distinction  between  classes  of 
labor,  which  was  said  to  be  a  very  unde- 
sirable condition  In  a  Province  the  pop- 
ulation of  which  is  made  up  of  work- 
ers. The  Idea,  which  the  Duncan  Board 
has  in  mind  is  to  provide  labor  at  a 
price  that  shall  be  fixed  and  not  bp 
varied  by  competition.  However  advan- 
tageous this  might  be  to  a  minority  o)' 
the.  people,  wo  do  not  believe  the  ma- 
jority would  tolerate  It  for  a  moment.

By  the  adoption  of  th«  dotrble  shift, 
It  is  claimed  that  it  will  be  easily  n"s- 
slble  to  st^rt  upon  the  actual  con- 
struction well  within  the  time  ap- 
pointed by  the  rrovemment.  '  In  which 
event  a  very  considerable  portion  of  the 
new  school  will  be  built  before  the 
present  year  closes.

DEATH     WAS     ACCIDEMTAL 


Jury      Investlgatss      Olronmstancea 
Death  of  Mr.  Predsrlok   X>n«rield 
la    Motor   Aoddent

Thai  death  was  due  to  accident  was 
the  verdict  rendered  by  the  coroners 
Jury  which  yesterday  afternoon  Investi- 
gated the  death  of  Mr.  Frederick  Dul"- 
fleld,  clerk  In  the  Jewelry  establishment 
of  Mes;*rs.  Short'.,  Hill  &  Duncan,  who 
died  in  St  Josev^hs  Hospital  yesterday 
morning  at  4  o'cU«:k,  following  injuries 
sustained  In  a  motor  accident  on  the 
Goldstream  Road,  near  Langford  Cross- 
ing the  evening  previous. 

The  jury  found  that  no  blame  could  be 
attached  to  anyone  for  the  accident,  but 
suggested  that  the  attention  of  the 
proper  authorities  be  brought  to  the 
necessity  of  improving  the  curve  at  the 
point  where  tlie  accident  occurred,  the 
loose  gravel  deposited  on  the  roadway 
being  a  menance   to   the  motoring   public. 

The  cause  of  Mr.  Duffleld's  death 
was  a  fracture  at  the  base  of  the  .ikull. 
caused  by  his  head  coming  into  violent 
contact  with  the  ground  when  he  was 
thrown     from     the     motor    car. 

The  evidence  of  Mr.  Charles  G.  Clute. 
driver  and  owner  of  the  car,  indicated 
that  the  accident  was  due  t,,  no  fault 
of  his.  The  party  of  five  young  men 
had  been  at  Goldstream,  where  they 
stayed  but  ten  minutes,  and  were  re- 
turning towards  the  city.  About  half 
a  mile  north  of  Langford  Crossing  they 
approached  a  sharp  curve  in  the  road- 
way. The  road  had  been  graveled  and 
was  covered  from  side  to  side  with 
loose  gravel.  Mr.  Clute  slowed  down 
■  his  car  from  about  twenty  to  fifteen 
miles  an  hour,  at  the  same  time  putting 
on  the  fool  brakes.  The  rear  wheels 
skidded  In  the  loose  gravel,  apd  the  car 
was  thrown  outward,  striking  a  smail 
tree  about  three  feet  Outside  the  road- 
way. Had  there  been  a  few  feet  more 
leeway  the  car  would  have  been  brought 
back  onto  the  roadwsj-.  The  front  left 
wheel  struck  tha  trae,  throwing  Mr.  Duf- 
fleld  and  another  of  the  occupants  out 
onto  the  ground.

Believe    Iiatter    From    Some    of 

Its  Contracts 


In  the  present  financial  position  of 
the  city,  which  prevents  the  carrying 
out  of  any  extensive  paving  pro- 
gramme thi.s  year,  and  with  the  desire 
of  the  Canadian  Mineral  Rubber  Com'- 
pany  to  coma  to  an  arrangement  with 
the  city,  negotiations  are  now  under 
way  whereby  the  company's  engage- 
ments with  the  city  may  be  consider- 
ably   curtailed. 

There  are  a  number  of  streets  for 
which  the  company  holds  contracts,  but 
on  which  paving  cannot  be  commenced 
until  the  city  has  first  done  the  pre- 
liminary underground  worlt.  The  com- 
pany has  Busgestod  that  it  be  released 
from  these  Contracts,  and  tlie  ma- 
terials which  ha\e  been  planed  upon 
the  work  preparatory  to  a  start  being 
made  be  acquired  by  th«  city.  The 
company  is  also  financially  unable  to 
proceed,  and  with  the  city  owing  it 
something  like  a  quarter  of  a  million 
for  work  done,  le  not  in  a  position  to 
proceed. 

The  idea  Is  to  complete  the  work  on 
streets  on  which  a  start  has  already 
been  made,  stich  as  Gorge  Road,  Doug- 
las Street  and  some  other  thonaugh- 
fares.  The  co.it  of  completing  the  works 
on  which  the  company  has  made  a 
start-  la  figured  at  about  $200,000.  In

Choose 
strawberries  not  too  ripe,  lay  in  a  dish  and  sprinkle  over  them  half 
the  quantity  of  sugar,  finely  powdered;,  shake  the  dish,  that  the  sugar 
may  be  equally  distributed  to  touch  the  under  side  of  the  fruit,  and 
allow  it  to  remain  one  day.  Then  have  the  current  juice  ready,  boil 
it  with  the  remainder  of  the  sugar  till  it  forms  a"  thick  syrup,  and  in 
this  simmer  the  strawberries  and  sugar  until  the  \yhoIe  is  sufficiently 
jellied;  great  care  must  be  taken  not  to  stir  the  fruit  roughly;  simmer 
the  berries  in  the  syrup  for  15  to  20  minutes.

There  were  present  at  the 
gathering  a  number  of  the  richest  and 
noblest  In  the  land.  It  was  held  not 
far  from:  Holyrood  Palace,'  where  Lord 
Glenoonner,  High  Commissioner  of  the 
Church  of  Scotland,  and  Lady  Olen- 
c.onner,  were  taking  up  their  residence, 
and  wliert!  great  entertainments  were 
being   held  In. their  honor. 

The  exhibition  was  under  the  patr 
rona^e  of  Queen  Mary,  and  was  openoU 
by  Principal  Qeorg'e  Smith,  of  Aber- 
deen University.  Most  of  the  hard 
work  of  collecting  the  exhibits  and 
gathering  Information  about  thero  was 
done  In  Glasgow,  under'  the  leadership 
of    Miss    IrwIn. 

The  object  of  •  the  exhibition,  Dr. 
Smith  said,  was  to  rouse  public  opin- 
ion so  as,  to  •  bring  about  legislation. 
The  extent  of  this  ev"ll  would  be  in- 
credible, were  it  not  that  the  reports 
appear  In  publications  of  umjuestloned 
repute. 

White  linen  ahirt.s  were  shown,  for 
v.hlch  the  workers  received  3  1-2  pence 
each,  and  the  buttonholes  were  made 
by  another,  who  was  paid  1  1-2  pence 
an  hour.  Such  a  shirt  i.^  sold  for  7a 
fid,  or  half  a  guinea  each.  Children's 
frocks  were  made  for  2d  each.  A  num- 
ber of  articles  were  made  by  crippled 
children,  and  the."<e  were  bouRht  at  a 
good  price  by  many  of  the  ladles  pres- 
ent, though  ordinarily  sold  at  sweated 
prices.  A  model  cottage,  which  was  a 
feature  of  the  exlilbltion.  was  designed 
by    Mlas    Irwin. 

Among  the  wiieakors  waB  Mt.ss  Hnl- 
dane.  who  gave  a  warning  again:*!  those 
occupations  which  lead  nowhere.  Every 
boy  and  girl,  she  .said,  should  have  a 
chance  of  learning  something  useful, 
Laws,  .however  good,  could  not  make 
the  man  or  woman  who  was  master  of 
no  trade  or  unfit  for  any  suitable  Inhor, 
prosperous. 

Tt  Is  greatly  to  be  hoped  that  the 
dignitaries  of  church  and  state  and 
their  wives,  who  examined  this  pitiful 
collection,  made  by  lialf-slarved  women 
and  children,  and  wretched  men,  will 
not  rest  till  puch  Iniquity  be  done 
away. 

We,  In  Victoria,  are  not  thankful 
enough  that  every  man  and  woman  who 
works  here  receives  wages  that  will 
provide,  not  only  the  necessities,  but 
many  of  the  comforts  of  life.  It  Is 
only  those  who  have  experienced  the 
awful  de.stlttition  of  those  quarters  of 
great  cities  In  the  Mother  Land,  where 
people  toll  at  sweated  Industries  that 
con  fully  comprehend  the  evil.  No 
praise  can  be  too  great  for  women  like 
Miss  Irwin  who  devote  their  lives  to 
the  abolition  of  what  Is  the  Worst 
form   of  slavery.

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  the  Suf- 
frage Congress,  which  met  at  Budapest, 
did  not  declare  itself  on  the  subject  of 
militant  tactics.

It  is  only  because,  women  arc  be- 
lieved to  have  good  Judgment  and  a 
sense  of  the  fitness  of  things  that  they 
itavo  won  the  vote  In  any  state  or  coun- 
try. If  ever  there. was  a  time  to  speak 
out,  it  was  when  the  cong:e68  was  ask- 
ed to  declare  itself  for  .or  a«ilsst 
crime  in  the  name  of  Justice  fur 
Women.

which  is  oWned  by  the  CJty  of  Victoria, 
but  Is  lD<:ate<l-1n  OsH  Bay,  is,  liable  *o 
taxation  on  the  part' ot  the  municipality 
In  which  It  Is  aituated,  was  th«  dccl- 
alon  of  Mr.  Justice  Oregcry  In  the  Su- 
preme Coilrt  yesterday, 

Th«  case  was  an  appeal  by  Victoria 
from  the  Oak  Bay  Gourt  of  Revision Jn 
Its  refusal  to  alter  the  ruling  of  its 
assessor  In  this  respect.  Mr.  T.  R.  Rob- 
ertson, K.C.,  appeared  for  the  city,  and 
Mr.  E,  V.  Bodwell,  K.C.,  for  the  muni- 
cipality,^ 

As  the  Municipal  Act  exempta  hos- 
pitals from  taxation,  the  argument  of 
counsel  was  n.«i  to  the  deflnttlijn  of  that 
term.  Mr.  Bodwell  maintained  that  it 
could  only  •  be  construed  as  meaning 
"An  establishment  or  Institution  for  the 
care  of  ihe  sick  or  wounded."  The  con- 
tention of  Mr.  Robcrt.<ion  >vas  that  homes 
for  the  aged  and  Infirm  properly  came 
tinder  the  la^'s  Intent  In  the  use  of  the 
term.  Jn  sapport  of  this,  he  made 
several  citations-  One  was  from  a 
Privy.  Council  decision,  which  states 
that  the  word  "primarily  means  a 
place  for  the  reception  of  the  aged  and 
infirm  poor."  Another  from  the  judg- 
ment of  a  chief  Justice  defined  It  as 
"a  place  where  the  poor  and  the  sick 
an<l    mean    anrl    lowly    arc    treated." 

lfl.s  I.,ordshlp  pointed  out  that  at  the 
Old  Men's  Home  the  Inmates  were 
tr'>atecl  to  no  more  than  three  meals  a 
day,  and  clothing.  He  adde<l  that, 
while  he  thought  .in  Institution  of  the 
kind  waa  worthy  of  apcclal  treatment, 
he  could  only  Interpret  the  law  as  he 
found  It.  In  hl.s  opinion,  the  I,egiala- 
turo.  In  laying  down  the  stotiie,  used 
the  word  ho.ipltal  in  Its  narrower  and 
everyday    sense.

auottera  Ablaze 

When  .Tames  6ummer.>>,  a  ncrvo\is 
wreck,  attempted  to  end  his  misery  by 
hurling  over  hlm.>»elf  a  pailful  of  .boil- 
ing water  In  the  jail  quarters  at  the 
police  station,  he  merely  succeeded  In 
sraMlng  himself  rather  severely,  but 
he  also  came  within  an  ace  of  setting 
the  .station  quarters  ablaze.  The  cries 
of  Inmates  of  the  cells,  coupled  with 
(he  noise  of  the  overturning  stovr. 
alarmed  the  Jailer,  who  promptly  en- 
tered the  rellfi  and  with  the  aid  of  snmf 
of  the  Inmates  righted  the  stove  and 
threw  water  upon  the  mass  of  live  coals 
which    littered    the    floor. 

It  is  necessary  in  the  cells  to  ke^p 
a  fire  In  the  stove,  and  the  bolUns: 
water  was  belns  prepared  for  cleanlng- 
out  purposes.  Summers  was  brought 
Into  the  station  on  Monday  evening, 
and  booked  for  safe-keeping,  his  condi- 
tion being  such  that  It  was  not  deemed 
safe  to  let  him  be  at  large.  The  other 
cell  Inmates  were  moving  about  and 
paying  little  or  no  attention  to  him. 
Without  a  word  he  eeixert  the  pailful 
of  boiling  water,  and  lifting  It  above 
his  liead  allowed  It  to  fall  over  his 
breast  and  »ho\ilders.  IIo  fell  against 
the  stove,  upset  It,  and  piilled  down  sev- 
eral   lengths   of   stove-pipe. 

After  order  had  been  restored.  Sum- 
mers, who  had  crawled  Int*  a  cell  and 
lay  groaning  with  the  pain  of  his 
scalding,  was  treated  by  Medical  Health 
Officer  Hall.  His  InJurlBs  were  at- 
tended to  and  he  spent  the  remainder 
of    the    night    Jn    the    padded    cell.

T!ie  area 
actually  timbered  is,  of  course,  consid- 
erably larger  thon  that,  but  It  is  far 
from  being  merchantable.  Among  tim- 
ber men  It  Is  a  well  known  fact  that 
the  timber  resources  of  the  Province, 
great  as  they  are,  have  b»en  absurdU' 
exaggerated.

If  power  were  Riven  to  the  dem- 
ocracy they  should  expect  the  democracy 
to  use  It  and  It  wb-s  tho  business 
of  statpflmpn  to  see  that  tliey  used  it 
to  the  advantage  of  themHelves  and  of 
the  country. 

Hlatc  to   XTnionlata 

It  was  Incumbent  on  the  I'nionlwt 
party  to  frame  a  bocIrI  pmnframme  and 
he  would  Indicate  three  contributions 
they  could  make  to  the  solution  of  the 
social  problem.  The  flret  was  to  in- 
crease the  number  of  owners  of  the  soil. 
The  whole  of  the  nuestions  affecting; 
land  reform  were  under  consideration  by 
the  leaders  of  the  I'nioni.st  party,  and  he 
would  be  ,«i\irprl«ed  If,  before  s  jreneral 
election  took  place,  thpy  did  not  give  the 
co\]niry  a  complete  and  consl«tent  pol- 
icy on  the  queKtlon.  Then  there  was  th^ 
question  of  housing  both  in  rural  and 
urban  areas.  Millions  of  people  were 
living  In  a  state  of  squalor  and  desti- 
tution. They  wo\ild  have  to  recognl/.e 
that   this   was  a  problem   to   be  soU'ed. 

Another  Issue  that  wotild  have  to  he 
borne  In  mind  was  reform  of  thf>  poor 
law  system.  The  present  system  of 
poor  law  relief  in  this  country  was  the 
most  chaotic,  most  incoherent,  and  thw 
costliest  in  the  world.  This  policy  of 
housing  and  of  land  was  an  Imperial 
policy  Jiist  as  much  as  the  defence  of 
our  shores.  You  couW  not  sustain  an 
Empire  with  discontented  citizens:  It 
was  impossible  to  preach  Empire  to 
poverty-stricken  homes. 

We  venture  to  think,  therefore,  thst 
these  subjects  fell  within  the  pro- 
gramme and  scope  of  the  .Tunlor  Im- 
perial I.eague.  and  he  respectfully  rec- 
ommended them  to  the  sympathy  of  Its 
members.

PRESERVATION    OF   SHAFTS 


Ssventy    Per    Cent    of    Steamers    Depend 
on  Water  for  Inbrloation 


i:.':wiiiiers  have  tried  various  ineihods 
or  prt;\  en  tinjr  corrosion  to  tlie  propeller 
sliafts  of  steamers,  as  well  aa  of  reduc- 
ing the  friction  in  the  stem  tubes. 
Water,  as  Is  well  know/1,  is  not  a  lubri- 
cant, and  yet,  strange  to  say,  70  per 
cent  of  the  steamers  running  depend  on 
water  for  the  lubrication  of  their  stern 
bushes  and  propeller  shrifts,  says  The 
International    Marine    Engineer. 

No  engineer  would  lubricate  his  en- 
gine with  water,  and  yet  the  most  Im- 
portant bearing  In  the  ship  is  usually 
lubricated  with  It.  If  a  suitable  lubri- 
.  ant  can  be  employed  In  the  stem  tube, 
n  stands  to  reason  that  Uie  friction 
Aould  be  greatly  reduced.  Careful  ex- 
jierlments  conducted  by  a  prominent 
marine  engine,  builder  have  clearly 
liroved  this. 

It  has   been    ascertained   that   with   a 
^haft    having   a   brass    liner   running   In 
.1  lignum  vita  bush  and  lubricated  with 
ea  water,  the  co-efflclent  of  friction  is 
0.094,    whereas   wltli   a   steel    shaft   run- 
ning in  white  metal  and  lubricated  with 
oil    the    co-efficient    friction      Is      0.048. 
Some    engineers    have    tried    tallow    or 
solidified    oil    In    the    stern      tubes,      hut 
these  are  not  desirable  for  several  rea- 
sons.     Tallow   sometimes   contains   min- 
eral acids  and   usually  also  an  apprecl- 
jable   pe  rcentage   of   free   fatty   acid;   it 
|has  also  a  tendency  to  turn  rancid,  and 
Ito  generate  still  more  fatty  acid.     These 
*acids   tend    to  corrode   the   shaft  and   to 
perpetuate  the  galvanic  corrosion  which 
is  caused   by   sea  w'ater.     Another  objec- 
tion   to    tallow    and    to    all    solid    lubri- 
cants is  that  any  particles  of  sand  which 
fintor      the    stern    bueh     are     kept     up 
K^ainsi    the    shaft    and.  kct    like    a    file 
aipon   it. 

-  Any  oil  used  In  the  stern  tube  should 
be  non-corrosive,  not  only  free  from 
sDiueral  acid  but  free  from  fatty  aclii: 
it  should  also  be  a  semi-solid  or  non- 
Jluid  oil,  for  a  thin  oil  has  a  much 
-jreater  tendency  to  work  out  of  the 
-stern  tube  and  be  lost.  Hydrocarbon 
oils,  such  as  vasWine,  are  free  from 
fatty  add,  but  they  have  not  the  "oili- 
!ie5-s"'  or  high  lubricating  power  which 
;s  c'S.'^c-ntia!  for  a  large  bearing  like  the 
stern  bush.  The.  corrosion  which  takes 
pliii'e  in  the  stern  tube  is  usually  the 
result  of  galvanic  action,  just  the  sami^ 
an  the  corrosion  botwcen  the  two  metals 
!n  thi'  battery  of  an  electric  cell.  In 
.-•■l>-i-ti)i«  a  lubricant  for  this  purpose 
ii  is  advlssrhle  to  choose  a  non-corrosive 
Uilirlcani  wltli  t*ie  peculiar  power  of  ad- 
herence to  metal  surfaces,  so  that  once 
on  the  tall  shaft  it  would  be  practically 
Impossible  for  water  to  wash  it  off: 
aleo  one  th.'it  lias  a  very  strong  lathering 
power — that  ts,  it  should  make,  when 
mixed  with  water,  a  flat  or  velvety 
lather  (not  a  frothy  one)  of  a  very  rich 
nature.  The  shafts  which  have  been 
lubricated  with  this  class  of  oil  for 
many  years  arc  not  showing  the  least 
.'Ign    of   corrosion. or    rust. 

There  are  various  methods  of  applying 
the  oil  to  the  tail  shafts.  Some  engin- 
eers force  it  into  the  stern  tubes  and 
allow  It  to  find  its  way  out  through  thp 
I'UHh.  f>lhcrH  simply  feed  tlie  oil  by 
/rra\i tation,  bvit  .«!omftimos  both  of  these 
uietliods  answer,  although  usually  sooner 
or  latpr  they  are  found  to  work  unsatis- 
factorily, for  both  of  thfsf.  mf'hmlK  are 
far    from    economical

Made  Splendid  Voyage 

The  AJax  Is  capable  of  handling  a 
cargo  of  about  8.000  tons,  Captain 
Thompson,  master  of  the  AJax.  is  a 
familiar  figure  in  Victoria  shipping  cir- 
cles, heaving  been  for  a  nunitber  of 
years  chief  officer  of  the  liner  Protesl- 
laua.  He  was  recently  promoted  to  the 
commaiid  of  the  AJax.  He  reports  a 
splenrlld  voyage  across  the  Paclflc, 
smooth  f-eas  being  encountered  all  the 
route.  The  AJaX.  although  a  much  older 
ship,  made  the  run  well  within  the 
schedule  of  the  regular  Liverpool  fleet, 
covering  the  distance  from  Yokohama  in 
fourteen   days.* 

The  last  time  the  AJax  touched  at 
this  port  was  about  ten  years  ago, 
when  she  was  operated  to  this  Coast 
Jn  the  service  from  Great  Britain.  In 
addition  to  carrying  230  Chinese  steer- 
age passengers,  for  whom  special 
bunks  were  fitted  in  space  formerly 
occupied  by  bunker  coal,  the  AJax 
brought  135  tons  of  Oriental  freight 
for  Victoria,  332  tons  f<y-  Vancouver, 
1,053  for  Seattle  and  2,475  tons  for 
Tacoma.  The  greater  part  of  the 
cargo  was  made  up  of  KUnnles,  rice  and 
tea.  After  discharging  here  the  AJax 
.sailed  about  9  o'clock  last  .night  for 
Puget   Sound.

Shortly  after 
thoir  arrival  the  shipwrecked  men  left 
aboard  the  steamer  Princess  Charlotte 
for   Seattle.

The  Antract  for  the  vessel's  conver- 
sion to  oU  Is  being  carried  out  by  the 
Union  Iron  W^orks.  The  ship  is  al- 
ready provided  with  the  necessary 
tanks,,  and  will  carry  enough  oil  for 
the  round  trip  between  this  port  and 
Valparaiso.
